CANADA'S FLEET 
GETS SMALLER 


Ottawa, Nov. 12. 
Canada’s deep-sea merchant 
navy, 10 years ago the 
fourth Jargest in the 
world, will shrink by one- 
third with the transfer of 
eight freighters to re- 
gistrv in Port of Spain, 
Trinidad.
